25X1 A Comment » 

a. Numerous Pff reports hove been received concerning the 
SARATOV ^irchaft Plant No 292. However, these reports are 
contradictory with regard to the descriptions given of the 
observed fighter type. Most of the observations were made in 
1947 and up to early 1948. iifty percent of the interrogated 
PV>s stated that the fighters built in this plant were equipped 
with in-line engine (12 cylinders arranged in V form); others 
stated that it featured a radial engine similar to the FVi-190. 

T: ere is no agreement as to whether the craft was fitted with 
a three-bladed or two-bladed propeller. 

b. A new fighter type, allegedly, went into production late 
in 1947. From the reported observation of both radial and in- 
line engines In SARATOV it is inferred that two different figh- 
ter types o- series of one type were in production in 1947, the 
most probable model being the Yak-11 with Asfah-21 radial engine.
